For 
a time all went well, but Diaz soon 
tired of the simple life; and his wife, 
to please him, told him of gold to be 
found in the river Jayna, and guided 
him to it Diai then went back in haste 
to Isabella, knowing that the news of 
the discovery would secure his pardon 
-as it did. He guided his avaricious 
companions to the golden stream, and 
afterward to the month of the Ozama 
river. There Columbus ohosa the place 
for the town. It was began in 1498, 
and it was called Santo Domingo. 


The Spaniards ill-treated and made 


slaves of the simpleJIndUtna, and Zame- 
aca, seeing the evils she had brought 
upon her people, fled to the mountains 
and was never heard of afterward. 
The new city grew and prospered until 
the year 1S03, when it was entirely de- 
stroyed by a frightful hurricane, and 
was rebuilt on the other bank of the 
river. There it stands to-day, not 
much changed from the Santo Do- 
mingo of four centuries ago. 


It is very curious to go from one of 


our cities, with Ita new, bright, tall 
buildings and its broad streets alive 
with the hum and bustle of business, 
to this sleepy old Spanish town, where 
(on account of the earthquakes) the 
houses are rarely more than one story 
high, and are painted various colors- 
blue, green, brown or red; where the 
narrow streets have sidewalks only 
three feet wide, and where nobody is 
ever in a hurry; and to remember, as 
one walks over the town, that those 
streets were once trodden by Plzarro, 
who gathered there the first money 
that enabled him to start on the expe- 
dition that conquered Peru, by Cortez, 
the conqueror of Mexico; by Ponce de 
Leon, who discovered Florida, by Bal- 
boa, the first European who saw the 
Pacific ocean, by Ojeda, who discov- 
ered Venezuela, and by Columbus him- 
self, and his brothers and his son, and 
the coiqpanions of his voyages — fet 
Nicholas

approach of a mole to their innocent 
burrows, and the moment they feel it 
rush wildly to the surface, prepared 
rather to face the worst that lark or 
blackbird may bring npon them than 
to await the onslaught of their most 
ruthless and bloodthirsty enemy- If 
you dig a pointed stick into the ground 
and shake the earth a little by moving 
it from side to side you will find citi- 
zens of worms 'harry up to the surface 
at once, under the mistaken impres- 
sion that the petty earthquake is some 
mole's doing. For the senses of earth- 
worms are extremely keen and their 
perception of danger most acute and 
vivid 


A person unaccustomed to the ways 


of worms might wonder tbat enough 
of them can be found in the compara- 
tively small tract of land which earth 
mole taboos or occupies as his own to 
satisfy the needs of so voracious a crea- 
ture. Bat, as a matter of fact, the 
worm population of England is some- 
thing incredibly high, to be numbered, 
no doubt, by millions of millions. 
Every field on our downs is far more 
thlokly populates underground than 
London is on the surface; every mea- 
dow is as dense with teeming thorn- 
sands of worms as Lancashire is with 
men or an anthill with emmets. The 
soil swarms with life.

Almost 
every dead leaf that fills from tree or 
shrub or weed or herb, except in au- 
tumn (when the supply all at onse im- 
mensely outruns the demand), they 
carry underground and bury or devour 
with ceaseless industry. 
In doing so 
they create and keep np the layer of 
vegetable mold on the surface of the 
earth which alone makes ' plant life, 
and especially cultivation, possible. 


Cultivated areas arc, therefore, those 


where worms are most abundant. So 
far as they themselves are concerned, 
however, the worms eat only for their 
own appetite's sake and never suspect 
they are the friends of lordly man, 
whose fields and crofts they thus un-

At the Grave of the Haymarket Bomb- 
Throwexa. 


CHICAGO, Nov. IS.—Altgeld and an- 


archy were named together at the 
irrave of Spies, Parsons, Ling, Engel 
ind Fischer in Waldhelm cemetery 
jesterday. A particular interest was 
£lven to the memorial demonstration 
by 
tbe 
participation of 
Michael 


Schwab, Sanmel Fielden and Oscar 
Neebe, who were sentenced with their 
dead comrades—the first two to be 
hanged and Neebe to fifteen years' im- 
prisonment. The governor of Illinois 
was praised jor his exercise of the 
pardoning power, and Judge Gary 
was condemned, but 
Fielden and 


Schwab had 
no 
kind 
word 
to 


say for Gov. Oglesby who saved their 
necks from the hangman's 
noose. 


Anarchy 'was not flaunted with fiery 
speech and red flag in the face of law- 
abiding citizens or sympathizers of the 
"sacred cause," but there was in th< 
street parade and in the speeches ol 
Fielden and Schwab an undercurrent 
! 
deathless hostility to society, to thi 


"capitalistic class," to the institntioni 
of the country and to law and order in 
any form. Compared with previous 
commemorations of November 11, 1887, 
yesterday's demonstration of sympathy 
and tribute to the memory of the dead 
five was tame. No mention was made 
of the bomb-throwing by anarchists at 
Barcelona, and the speakers were not 
only silent in regard to a resort to 
force, which they advocated years ago 
at the Haymarket square, but Fielden 
even declared that there was a peace- 
ful solution to be found of the trou- 
bles agitating the laboring masses. 


Marchlne in a Drizzling* B&tn. 


In a drizzling rain a thousand men 


and women and some children, wear- 
ing in many forms the red badge of 
anarchy, marched through the streets 
of the city at noon to the railroad 
depot, where special trains conveyed 
them to the Waldheim burying ground. 
The most conspicuous man in the pro- 
cession was Oscar Necbe. He acted as 
marshal, walking at the head of the 
column, but at the grave he was as 
silent as the five anarchists who lay 
under the gray stone monument faced 
with a female "figure in bronze. Be- 
hind Neebe came a German band of a 
dozen pieces playing dismal dirges the 
whole way. 


"No God, No Lord. No Slave 1" 


Following next walked six bare- 


headed girls, all but one being dressed 
completely in the color which pro- 
claims the anarchist and enemy ol all 
law and order. Two of the girls wore 
sashes of black on which were worked 
In white the names of the five dead 
anarchists.

turner and singing societies, the Work- 
in? People's association and various 
debating clnbs which is another name 
for anarchist groups, brewers and 
malsters and labor unions .of other 
kinds. Eed banners were displayed, 
bnt one silk American flag subdued 
the effect of the anarchist's colors, 
Lucy Parsons' brown face framed 
in black was the most conspicuous 
next to Neebe's, bnt the widow of the 
leader of anarchy in Chicago six years 
ago did not raise her voice at the ceme-

Leave all petty strife be 
hind, because every waste of forci 
would help the enemy and strengthe: 
him in his sovereignty. He declaret 
that the capitalistic class was. not sal 
isfied with the military forces at it 
command, but must hire bayonets am 
Pinkertons. 
The Capitalistic Classes Demanded 
Victim. 


The Haymarket bomb was thrown 


by some one unknown to the anarchi 
ists. But the Chicago press had saic 
Spies and Parsons should be hangC' 
because labor organizations had les 
sened the income of capitalists. Every 
comrade should read the letter of the 
courageous governor of Illinois in 
which he gave his reasons for pardon- 
ing Neebe, Pielden and himself.

based not upon the equalities of the whole peo- 
ple but upon the privileges of the few, and al- 
though here and there we find a man In polltt* 
cal life who, like Gov. Altgeld has the courage 
of his convictions, yet we know that the great 
moss of the politicians of this country aud of 
Europe dare not say a word against the inter- 
ests of the capitalistic classes; but the fact 
that Gov.

Thomas Davis from a stroke ot paralysis 
on Monday basjbronght to light tb« his- 
tory ot the famous cry of "Let'er go 
Gallagher." In 1881 Davis was a resi- 
dentot Lincoln, 111., and a ntnet ardent 
Catholic. A Cumberland Presbyterian 
preacher named White attempted to de- 
liver an anti-Catholic lecture in the 
opera House, which aroused the antip- 


latby ot the resident Catholics and, 


hesd*dby Davis, they raided tbe hall 
and interrupted tbe lecture. As the 
speaker proceeded the interruptions be- 
es me mote frequent, until when the 
speaker was reading from a Catholic 
book, Davis leaped from hit Mat and 
shouted the now famous cry ot "Let 'er 
go, Gallagher!" That was the signal for 
a riot, and for a quarter ot an hour the 
audience and the invaders fought witb 
chairs, clubs, and all available wimpone 
ontil tbe hall was finally cleared. White 
was seriously injured, but recovered suf- 
ficiently to deliver his lecture in full a 
few days later in* ohnroh, which was 
protected by a force ot special police- 
men. 
Davis and his associates were then 


arrested and tried for riot, but Oalla- 
ger was never found, for he left tbe city 
(be dsy following the trouble, without 
waiting to find that bis name had become 
famous.

ot people 10. personal converse had ear- 
nestly commended the sermon and hsd 
said tbe tacts wen worse than the pic- 
ture, and not a single instance had come 
to his notice ot a deniil of the solemn 
truths. All seem to know and acknowl- 
edge them as true. Then what is our 
duty as beoometh citizens, acd how shall 
we lace snob a condition of things?

Tbe speaker 
touched at length upon this, showing that 
nothing that is evil is a necessity, and 
urged that no allowance for snob is made 
in God's word, which is to be our guide.

Tbe Bad 
fact that they an here is evident, but the 
idea of sparing them, the idea of protect- 
ing them because they an here, is to ac- 
cept the responsibility of their existence, 
and that no Christian can afford to do- 
aye, no good citizen can afford to 
assume such—with

and 


certain calamities that follow in their 
trail. Here tbe speaker referred to the 
recent congress or meeting of the JSvan- 
gehoal Alliance at Chicago during th» 
last days ot the fur. Anthony Comstook 
was thrilling his andienoe by the rental 
of some of these tembiefaots, and urging 
the pnlpit to speak out in no uncertain 
tones upon these public prevailing Bine, 
when an old man away back in the audi- 
ence rose and aeied, "Would not tbs 
pnlpit do better work it it would continue 
its definite work of pieaebing tbe gospel?"
